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‘DON’T MAKE ME 
STAB YOU TOO’ 



Knife thug's chilling threat to cab driver

A THUG, who stabbed a 
man and threatened to do 
the same days later to a 
minicab driver he was 
unaware had witnessed the 
first attack, has been 
locked up. 

The minicab driver had 
phoned police and gone to the 
aid of the 40-year-old stab vic¬ 
tim after seeing the unprovoked 
attack by 23-year-old Patrick 
Torrado, in Broad Lane, South 
Tottenham, on the evening of 
Wednesday, March 4. 

Torrado, of Copperfield Road, 
South Tottenham, fled the scene, 


Wood Green Crown Court heard 
last week. The driver had col¬ 
lected Torrado from the cab 
office and dropped him at his 
home, at which point Torrado 
refused to pay the fare and 
warned him: “A few days ago I 
stabbed a Polish guy. Don’t 
make me stab you too.” 

The driver reported the inci¬ 
dent and, using information 
from him as well as CCTV 
footage, officers carried out a 
search of Torrado’s home. 

Trainers matching those worn 
by the knifeman in CCTV 
footage were discovered, along 
with a lock knife. The trainers 
were sent away for forensic 
analysis and found to have the 


victim’s blood on them. Torrado 
was also picked out in an identi¬ 
fication parade. 

He pleaded guilty to a charge 
of grievous bodily harm and was 
sentenced to six years and three 
months last Tuesday. He also 
pleaded guilty to possession of 
an offensive weapon and mak¬ 
ing off without payment and was 
sentenced to two years and three 
months, to run concurrently. 

“This was a vicious, unpro¬ 
voked attack on the victim,” said 
Detective Constable Pembe 
Rayif, of Haringey CID. 

“I am therefore happy that 
Torrado has justifiably been sent 
to prison for a considerable 
amount of time.”

SAFEGUARDS to secure the future 
community use of cherished Hornsey Town 
Hall have been put in place by Haringey 
Council after it was designated an asset of 
community value. 

The council plans to sell the landmark 
grade II listed, 1930s’ art-deco building and 
public square in The Broadway, Crouch 
End, including land for development behind 
it, later this year. 

It is seeking a partner who will rent back 
the town hall on a long lease and restore it 
to its former glory, as well as redeveloping 
the rest of the site. 

A pre-condition of its status as a 
community asset - which Crouch End Arts 
Festival and other arts groups and activists 
in the borough had applied for - means any 
sale or redevelopment to anyone other than 
a community interest group would be put 
on hold for six months, enabling it to come 
up with alternative plans to purchase the 
assets on behalf of the community. 

Should there be no community group 


bids, the site can be disposed at the end of 
the six months. 

The council says it welcomes bids to 
restore, lease and run the town hall, 
together with the development of the 
remainder of the site, from any interested 
party which can demonstrate how it will 
offer community access while securing a 
lasting future for the building. 

And it says strict bidding criteria will 
mean any proposals failing to demonstrate 
community access will not be considered. 

Alan Strickland, the council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration, said: “We 
welcomed the asset of community value 
nomination and I’m pleased that we’ve 
been able to give Hornsey Town Hall and 
Square this official recognition. We share 
local people’s enthusiasm for the town hall, 
which is why we’re committed to finding 
the best possible long-term future for it - 
one that will respect and protect its grade II 
listed architectural heritage, offer 
community access and secure its future.”

Crackdown on 
illegal sublets 

A DOZEN tenants who illegally sublet their 
council and housing association homes in a 
cash for keys scam have had their tenancies 
revoked by Haringey Council following a 
crackdown. 

The registered tenants were renting out the 
properties while living elsewhere and 
pocketing a small fortune. 

Tenancy fraud is a criminal offence which 
carries a maximum prison sentence of two 
years or a fine of up to £5,000. 

The freed-up homes will be offered to 
families on the council’s housing waiting list 
or living in temporary accommodation. 

Councillor Jason Arthur, cabinet member 
for resources and culture, said: “Subletting 
your council home for personal profit isn’t 
just illegal - it puts extra pressure on the 
social housing system and stops families who 
really need a home from finding one.”

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Councillor cleared of assault 


Labour to consider next move

A COUNCILLOR has been 
found not guilty of assault. 

Haydar Ulus, 35, of Enstone 
Road, Brimsdown, has been 
acquitted of assaulting a man 
at a cash and carry in Edmon¬ 
ton in February 2014. 

He was cleared by a jury 
at Wood Green Crown Court 
on Friday. 

The accusation centred on 
an altercation which took 
place three months before 
he was elected to Enfield 
Council in May last year as 
a Labour member for Hasel- 
bury ward, in Edmonton. 

He was charged with a 
count of assault earlier this 
year and immediately had the 
Labour whip withdrawn from 
him, meaning that he has 


acted as an independent coun¬ 
cillor since September 2014. 

The Advertiser approached 
the leader and deputy leader 
of the council to ask whether 
Mr Ulus would be reinstated 
as a Labour councillor follow¬ 
ing the non-guilty verdict 
last week. 

A spokesman from the 
council’s Labour group said: 
“At this stage we have not had 
a chance to convene to discuss 
the events of Friday. 

“Therefore, at this stage, he 
is still considered to be sitting 
as an independent councillor.” 

Mr Ulus was also 
approached for a comment. 
However, at time of press he 
had not returned calls. 

Mr Ulus is the principal of 
Ulus Group - an investment 
management firm based in 
Edmonton. 



Four in the dock in connection with Hatton Garden jewel heist 


FOUR people have appeared in 
court in connection with the Hatton 
Garden jewellery heist, in which 
£10million worth of jewels were 
stolen from an underground, high 
security vault. 

Laura Perkins, 40, of Manor 
Court, Bullsmoor, appeared in court 
alongside Brenn Walters, 43, also 
known as Ben Perkins, of the same 


address, Terri Robinson, 35, of 
Sterling Road, Enfield, and her 
husband Steven Robinson, 46, also 
of Sterling Road. 

All four stand accused of 
conspiracy to conceal, disguise, 
convert or transfer criminal prop¬ 
erty, namely jewellery, between the 
dates of April 15 and May 19. 

They did not enter pleas in the 


course of the short hearing at 
Westminster Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday and were released on bail. 
They are due to appear at Woolwich 
Crown Court on Friday for a plea 
and case management hearing. 

Nine people charged with 
conspiracy to steal and conspiracy 
to launder money in relation to the 
heist were remanded in custody 


when they appeared at Southwark 
Crown Court on June 4. They will 
also attend a plea and case 
management hearing at Woolwich 
Crown Court on Friday. 

Among them are three Enfield 
men - Hugh Doyle, 48, of Riverside 
Gardens, Terry Perkins, 67, of 
Heene Road, and Daniel Jones, 58, 
of Park Avenue, Bush Hill Park.

FOOD producers from Enfield and neighbouring Totten¬ 
ham are finalists in a competition to find the capital’s 
best grub. 

Every year the Urban Food Awards celebrate commu¬ 
nity-based producers of food and this year the shortlist fea¬ 
tures Forty Hall Farm, which has made the cut and is the 
running in both the best banger category and the London 
Leaves category for its market garden mixed salad. 

The farm, based beside the 17th-century Forty Hall 
manor house, in Forty Hill, Enfield, has been at the fore¬ 
front of the council’s drive to regenerate the borough 
through its market garden scheme and has been producing 
vegetable boxes as the Enfield Veg Co for a year. 

Farm manager Kate McGeevor said: “It’s great to be up 
against some incredible organisations and gain the recog¬ 
nition for our produce. We work with a small scale with not 
a huge amount here, but we try to supply quality over 
quantity.” 

Also in contention for an award is Wildes Cheese, based 
in an industrial estate in Queen Street, Tottenham, which 
has been shortlisted in the Big Smoke’s Big Cheese cate¬ 
gory for its Napier Cheese. 

Co-founder of Wildes Cheese Philip Wilton told the 
Advertiser. “I am totally thrilled to be nominated 
and to have made the final shortlist with three 
other cheesemakers. 

“This is about more than just us as a company. For the 
area of Tottenham to be recognised like this is fantastic.” 

He added that his factory produces nearly 350 kilograms 
of cheese every week and supplies cheese for foodie

REWARDING people for trying to produce 
fresh food within the confines of the M25 is 
all very well, writes Shafi Musaddique. 

But can produce grown or made in a 
concrete jungle taste of anything other than 
petrol fumes and gloom? 

Forty Hall Farm is as close as it gets to a 
rural idyll within the greater London area 
- a haven of peace and quiet less than 20 
miles from the city of London. 

With views extending beyond the M25 and 
beyond, across Hertfordshire, there is the 
unmistakeable smell of fresh air. 

On my visit on Friday morning, it was a 
matter of minutes before farm manager 
Kate McGeevor had plucked some shoots 
and leaves fresh from the earth and served 
them up for me to sample. 

The salad leaves certainly packed a punch.

Not only did they taste far heartier and 
healthier than any wilted leaves bought in 


sweaty plastic packaging from a 
supermarket - but, unlike leaves flown on 
to shop shelves from hundreds of miles 
away, they were packed with tangy and 
zesty flavour. 

Mayor of London, who will be sitting on 
the Urban Food Awards judging panel, will 
certainly not be picking at his salad when 
he’s selecting the winner. 

Purely out of a sense of duty, I also tasted 
some of the produce from Wildes Cheese, 
based in Queen Street in Tottenham - 
admittedly, not somewhere that is 
traditionally known for its dairy capabilities. 

Like the Forty Hall produce, the cheese 
beats the pale, insipid Cheddars sometimes 
on offer in the high street hands down. 

Fresh, home-grown food made by people 
passionate about food - what’s not to like?

Yvonne Lawson set up the foundation 
in memory of her son Godwin. 

She told the Advertiser. “Not a day 
goes by that I don’t think about him. 

“Godwin was a very talented boy with 
such potential. He had a scholarship to 
train with Oxford United. 

“But he lost his life on a visit to Lon¬ 
don. That’s why the Oxford team supports 
our events.” 

In a bid to unite young people rather 
than let the so-called postcode war divide 
them, she said: “We try to recruit young 
people from different postcodes so they 
can all meet and get to know each other. 

“This was such an inspirational day. All 
the teams played to a very high level.”

THE sentencing of a company 
which admitted a breach of health 
and safety on a scaffold from 
which a teenage employee fell 
to his death is due to get under 
way today. 

Rooftop Rooms, based in Baker 
Street, Enfield, pleaded guilty to 
one count of failing to discharge a 
duty to employees on the second 
day of a trial at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court in March. 

The firm had been accused of 
causing the death of apprentice 
Alfie Perrin, 16, of Enfield, who 
fell from scaffolding at a building 
site in Camden Road, in Wanstead, 
east London, in November 2012. 

Initially, the company had stood 
trial alongside Andrew Voy, who 
had been Alfie’s supervisor when 


he fell through a gap in the 
scaffold. 

Mr Voy stood accused of the 
teenager’s manslaughter, but was 
acquitted by a jury on March 31. 

However, although the company 
pleaded guilty to the count of 
failing to discharge a duty to 
employees, it maintained that 
the breach of health and safety 
was not responsible for the 
teenager’s death. 

The sentencing of the company 
was due to take place at Snares¬ 
brook in May. However, it was 
adjourned so that a Newton Hear¬ 
ing can take place today. 

A Newton Hearing means that 
Judge Martyn Zeidman QC will 
listen to evidence from witnesses 
before deciding if the company is 
culpable for Alfie’s death. 

The hearing is expected to last

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Ten-year childhood obesity plan is 
missing the target, figures reveal 

Slight rise in number of number of reception-age youngsters who are classed as overweight

ENFIELD Council looks set to miss fat-fighting 
targets it set for itself nearly five years ago. 

In 2011, the local authority, already concerned 
about soaring levels of childhood obesity, 
issued an action plan which aimed to dramati¬ 
cally reduce the childhoood obesity figures in 
the borough. 

As was reported at the time, the council, 
together with NHS North Central London, 
initiated a ten-year plan to make Enfield the 
London authority with the lowest number of 
overweight kids. 

The childhood healthy weight strategy aimed to 
freeze the escalating number of obese children 
by 2015. 

In 2011, figures from the National Child Mea¬ 
surement programme showed that one in four 
reception-age children and almost 40 per cent of 
Year 6 pupils in Enfield were classed as over¬ 
weight or obese - more than both the national and 
London average. 

The most recent comparable figures available 
were published by the National Child Measure¬ 
ment programme earlier this year and revealed 
that 14.2 per cent of reception-age kids were 
overweight and 12.2 per cent of that age group 
were obese - a slight rise rather than a freeze in 
the number of reception-age youngsters classed 
as overweight or obese. 

However, the figures for Year 6 look more 


promising with 14.8 per cent of that year group 
classed as overweight and 24.8 per cent classed 
as obese - meaning that the total number of over¬ 
weight and obese children is slightly down on 
2011 at 39.6 per cent. 

But the council is keen to stress that the most 
recent figures are not up-to-date and any assess¬ 
ment of the scheme’s success must wait until the 
2015 figures have been collated. 

Cabinet member for public health and sport 
Nneka Keazor said that the obesity epidemic was 
rising across the western world and must be tack¬ 
led by organisations working in partnership. 

She added: “The issue is a major challenge at a 
continental, national and local level, which will 
require concerted action at both European Union 
and the United Kingdom government levels. 

“Consequently, Enfield Council, in partnership 
with colleagues working in the NHS, schools and 
children’s centres and sport and leisure facilities, 
has developed a wide range of initiatives 
designed to give families the advice and 
support they need to adopt more healthy 
lifestyles, live a more active lives and therefore 
achieve a healthy weight. 

“All partners working with children and fami¬ 
lies continue to regard this work a priority as part 
of the suite of services to the local community. 

“We acknowledge the significant challenge we 
face in tackling obesity in our borough and we 
are redoubling our efforts in an attempt to reduce 
obesity both in the current generation and for 
those in the years to come.”

Citing figures from an investigation by Health- 
watch Enfield, the MP said that 77 patients expe¬ 
rienced delays between referral by their GP and 
treatment in hospital due to the poor IT system 
and were considered to have suffered harm as a 
result of the delay. 

In an open letter to David Sloman, the chief 
executive of the Royal Free NHS Foundation 
Trust, which now runs both Chase Farm Hospi¬ 
tal, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, and Barnet Hospi¬ 
tal, the MP said: “This is a really important issue 
that has had implications for people in Enfield 
and elsewhere, particularly for those put at risk 
of clinical harm due to delays in their treatment.” 

“All those affected deserve an apology and to 
know what happened and why.” 

A spokesman for the trust said that an apology 
has been issued to any patient who had experi¬ 
enced delays to treatment due to the glitch in the 
referral IT system. 

“The Royal Free Fondon NHS Foundation 
Trust has been consistently open and transparent 
about how it has been working towards re¬ 
achieving the 18-week referral target,” he added. 


Loss of A&E ‘has 
not had negative 
impact’, claims 
health watchdog 



THE closure of Chase Farm Hospital’s A&E 
department has not had a negative impact, 
according to a report by the borough’s 
health watchdog. 

Healthwatch Enfield concluded that 
provisions for emergency healthcare at the 
Urgent Care Centre at Chase Farm, in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield, have been successfully 
meeting patient needs since the centre 
replaced A&E services in December 2013. 

The report concluded that the urgent care 
centre is coping with demand - and each 
week treats roughly 900 patients within the 
four-hour government target. 

Since January 2015, the urgent care centre 
introduced extended opening hours, from 
8am to 10pm, as part of a pilot scheme to 
cope with the busy winter period. 

Despite record numbers, the report 
concludes that the clinical strategy - which 
split emergency services between the urgent 
care centre, North Middlesex University Hos¬ 
pital, in Edmonton, and Barnet Hospital - 
has seen a reduction in the number of people 
seeking emergency assistance at Chase Farm. 

The chief executive of Healthwatch Enfield 
Lorna Rieth said: “Local people should feel 
reassured that the closure of the A&E at 
Chase Farm Hospital has not resulted in 
poorer urgent and emergency care services.”

Forget the 1990s - how about the 1970s and 1980s?

I AM writing this piece in the 
middle of what journalists call 
“the silly season”, largely 
because it is traditionally quiet in 
terms of political news and 
events. 

I am sure most readers would 
agree that on the one hand this 
summer proves the exception, 
while, on the other, the chaotic, 
not to say shambolic, Labour 
leadership contest makes the 
description entirely apposite. 

The contest has been 
characterised by a mixture of 
confusion, lacklustre campaigning 
by most of the candidates and 
bloodletting on a scale not seen in 
the Labour Party since the late 
1970s/early 1980s. 

The other big story of the 
season is more local, but no less 
serious. I refer to the council’s 
proposal to introduce segregated 
cycle lanes along Green Lanes, 
Ridge Avenue, Village Road and 
London Road - and Church 
Street, in Enfield Town. 

The consultations for these 
schemes are ongoing, but experts 
who have examined the 
documents have concluded they 
are at best inaccurate and at 
worst misleading. 

Either way, for something on 
which the council has already 
spent £1.98million preparing for 
consultation (but has not to date 
prepared either economic or 
environmental impact 
assessments), it is pretty shameful 
and falls well short of what 
residents and businesses are 
entitled to expect from their local 
authority when it is proposing 
expenditure of the best part of 
£42m of public money. 


IT was interesting to note that MP 
Kate Osamor said last week, when 
referring to her support of Jeremy Cor- 
byn, that “...the politics of the 1990s 
and 2000s are not what people want” 
(“I have never seen anything like this”, 
Advertiser, August 26). 

I agree with her on that, but I am 
willing to bet that people do not want 
a return to the politics of the 1970s 
and 1980s either, something that Mr

A MAN has been accused of a murder in Bounds 
Green on Monday. 

Bernardas Petreikis, 23, a Lithuanian, of 
Shrewsbury Road, Bounds Green, was charged on 
the same day and appeared in custody at Highbury 
Corner magistrates’ court yesterday morning. 

Police were called to an address in Shrewsbury 
Road shortly after 2am on Monday to reports 
of a fight. 

Paramedics and police tried first aid on a 35- 


year-old man, who was suffering from stab 
wounds. He died before reaching hospital. 

The fatal stabbing came just hours after a man 
was shot and killed by police in Cedar Road, 
Enfield, on Sunday close to midnight. 

This comes just one month after a 28-year-old 
man was stabbed to death in Larimore 
Road, Enfield. 

Earlier this year, legislation proposed by for¬ 
mer Enfield North MP Nick de Bois, nicknamed 
Enfield’s Law, came into force - meaning that 
anyone found to have carried a knife more than 
once will face a mandatory prison sentence.

GUILT-FREE designer cupcakes might sound 
too good to be true - but customers at one foodie 
haven have been living the dream. 

Three sets of colourful cupcakes, inspired by 
children’s books, took pride of place last week in 
The Library Cafe, in Enfield Town Library. 

Decorative swirls of bright colour perched 
on the counter as owner and former Great British 
Bake Off contestant Urvashi Roe explained 
how she had been able bring to life the 
winning recipes of youngsters from Merryhills 
Primary School. 

At the end of last term, children at the school, 
in Bincote Road, Enfield, were asked to design a 
cupcake, with healthy elements, based on a 
children’s book. 

The three winners - Cemal Egeman, 10, 
Michaela Georgopoulos, 10, and Mar-Valisha 
McGhan, eight - were rewarded for their efforts 
by getting to see their ideas brought to life by 
Urvashi, who baked and decorated the cupcakes 
before selling them alongside the many treats 
and healthy lunches which have become the 
cafe’s trademark. 

“We loved the idea of the ginger sponge com¬ 
bined with marmalade filling,” she explained, 
describing Cemal’s Paddington Bear-inspired 
creation, with blue frosting and a strawberry hat. 

To the right of the bright blue cake, pretty red 
cakes topped with fluffy vanilla buttercream 
icing were Mar-valisha’s Charlie and the 
Chocolate Factory-inspired designs. 

“One of the things we as judges loved about 
this design was the way that it looked almost 
like fluffy white clouds on top of a sweet shop,” 
said Urvashi. 

The winning cupcake design, which was cho¬ 
sen by the judges last month, was made by 
Michaela, who took her inspiration from The 
Very Hungry Caterpillar. 

“This design was the only one that was techni¬ 


cally a bit tricky as Michaela had originally put 
grapes on the top of her cupcake, but when we 
tried that, in proportion, it didn’t look quite right, 
so we substituted it with green jelly beans 
instead,” explained Urvashi. 

The cakes have been on sale in the cafe 
attached to the library, in Church Street, Enfield 
Town, and all the money that has been raised is 
going to Action Against Hunger, a charity that 
works to battle hunger in the developing world. 

Urvashi revealed that the total had reached 
£150 - and some money was still to be totted up. 

Of the three designers responsible for the edi¬ 
ble literary creations, only Mar-Valisha had seen 


and tasted her cake before the Advertiser caught 
up with them last Thursday morning. 

“They are nicer than I imagined,” said 
Michaela as she bit into her cupcake, topped with 
lime green dessicated coconut, for the first time. 

So, after the success of this bake-off of sorts - 
will the competition become an annual event for 
Urvashi and the team at the library? 

“Well, as we aren’t really a confectionery cafe, 
cupcakes are not really what we’re known for,” 
she added. 

“So maybe next year we will ask children to 
design a literary-themed salad - or even a sand¬ 
wich for British Sandwich Week.”

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Pop-up school has 
proved a good idea

A POP-UP shop with an educational twist has 
proved a hit with the borough’s big thinkers. 

Enfield Thinks, the pop-up shop for lectures, 
classes and workshops, was set up in June in 
Burleigh Way, Enfield Town, and was specifi¬ 
cally tailored for residents with enquiring minds, 
boasting classes on themes as diverse as business 
development, agriculture, hairdressing, local his¬ 
tory and first aid. 

Based on the results of user satisfaction sur¬ 
veys, The service was rated as excellent by 92 per 
cent of people who attended sessions. 


The project - which was designed to serve as a 
form of summer school for the borough - was a 
joint operation between Enfield Council and 
Birkbeck College, University of London. 

In total, over the three months the pop-up shop 
was up and running - a total of 886 people 
attended 266 sessions. 

Alan Sitkin, cabinet member for regeneration 
and business, said: “Enfield Council leads the 
way when it comes to providing training and 
learning opportunities for its residents. 

“The feedback was fantastic with the vast 
majority of people loving the experience. We 
really want to run this again next year so that 
even more people can benefit.”

Fresh bid 
to resolve 
the future 
of derelict 
mansion

THE future of a historic mansion 
in the borough will be shaped partly 
by residents as consultation on 
Broomfield House gets under way 
this week. 

People are being asked to con¬ 
tribute their views on what should 
happen to the grade II listed build¬ 
ing in Broomfield Park, Palmers 
Green, which was created origi¬ 
nally as a timber-framed house in 
the 16th century. 

The building was badly damaged 
by fires in the 1980s and 1990s and 
has never been restored, ev en 
though several schemes have been 
proposed in the intervening years. 

Enfield Council would like to 
hear ideas on the future of the site 
ahead of a second consultation on 
possible options early next year. 

The consultation runs until 
November 30. 

The local authority has commis¬ 


sioned architects to come up 
“viable ideas” for the future of the 
house and stable block and will 
choose a preferred design option in 
the spring. 

Enfield Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment Daniel Ander¬ 
son said: “We need to make a 
decision about the future of Broom¬ 
field House. The building is in a 
terrible state and we desperately 
need to resolve its future once and 
for all. 

“This is, therefore, a final oppor¬ 
tunity for residents and other inter¬ 
ested parties to shape the future of 
this historic site.” 

The authority is working with 
Historic England, the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, the Broomfield 
House Trust and Friends of Broom¬ 
field Park to explore ways of 
financing renovations.

TURNING BACK THE CLOCK

RESIDENTS with queries about the 
development of an area of land in 
Edmonton have an opportunity to 
find out more about the project.

To be Frank - he’s a 
natural entertainer...

WHICH artist was the first to have three 
consecutive UK chart number ones? 

If you correctly answered 
Frank Ifield, you’re either a 
trivia buff, or a devoted fan 
pushing 60 or older. 

Before the emer 
gence of The Beat¬ 
les, in the early 
1960s, the country 
and western singer 
topped the charts 
with I Remember 
You, the double A- 
side titled Love¬ 
sick Blues and 
She Taught Me 
How to 
Yodel, 
plus 


Wayward Wind. The Fab Four, who had 
been a support act on one of 
Frank’s tours, would 
later repeat and 
surpass his 
feat, 
but 
the 



legendary British-born, Aussie-bred enter¬ 
tainer with the distinctive yodel in his voice, 
had permanently secured his place in 
pop’s firmament. 

Now aged 77, he will be taking a nos¬ 
talgic look back on a career spanning five 
decades when he appears at Wyllyotts 
Theatre, in Darkes Lane, Potters Bar, next 
Thursday afternoon (September 10) in I 
Remember You! An Audience with the Leg¬ 
endary Frank Ifield. 

In the show, which celebrates his career, 
he recounts memories and tells incredible 
anecdotes of the famous entertainers he 
has worked with over the years, including 
The Beatles, Cliff Richard, Olivia Newton- 
John and Duane Eddy. 

Unable to sing since 1986 after his throat 
muscles were damaged, by an endoscope 
before surgery for a collapsed lung, he has 
carved out a new career as a showbiz 
manager and TV presenter. 

Frank was born in Coventry and raised 
in Birmingham. His parents were Australian 
and emigrated back down under when he 
was ten. 

Despite enjoying success as a performer 
there, he was unknown when he returned 
to Britain in 1959. 

I Remember You, which was released in 
1962, became his signature tune and also 
made the record books as the first single 
to sell one million copies in Britain. 

His fourth and final number one Con- 
fessin’ (That I Love You) made the top spot 
in 1963. 

To this day, Frank’s recordings of I 
Remember You and Waltzing Matilda are 
instantly identified with him, wherever 
they are heard. 

“My passion to entertain was evident 
from a very early age, influenced mainly 
by country music,” he says. 

“I have been very fortunate in that I 
have always known what I wanted to 
do and just followed my heart.”

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PrimeTime film review

ME AND EARL AND THE 
DYING GIRL (12A, 105 mins) 

T HE good die young and 
that seems to be the 
inevitable outcome of 
Alfonso Gomez-Rejon’s beguil¬ 
ing and intensely moving 
screen adaptation of Jesse 
Andrews’ debut novel. 

A teenage girl is diagnosed 
with cancer, classmates offer 
their heartfelt sympathy and 
one childhood friend sacrifices 
his studies to support her 
through chemotherapy. 

There are obvious similarities 
to The Fault In Our Stars, but 
while that film had audiences 
sniffling from the opening frame, 
Me And Earl And The Dying Girl 
mines a rich vein of offbeat 
humour to stem the tears. 

“This isn’t a touching roman¬ 
tic story,” confides Greg Gaines 
(Thomas Mann), the socially 


awkward high school student 
and narrator of a remarkable 
film. To some extent he’s right: 
there’s no boy meets girl cute¬ 
ness here, no stolen kisses or 
wish fulfilment about the heal¬ 
ing power of nascent love. 

But his story is deeply affect¬ 
ing, recounted as a scrapbook 
of bittersweet vignettes and 
stop-motion animation, accom¬ 
panied with self-explanatory 
onscreen captions like “Day 1 
Of Doomed Friendship”. 

At the behest of his parents 
(Connie Britton, Nick Offerman), 
Greg visits estranged childhood 
friend Rachel Kushner (Olivia 
Cooke), who has been diag¬ 
nosed with leukaemia. 

A faltering friendship takes 
root, to the delight of Rachel’s 
boozy mother (Molly Shannon). 

To try and impress his high 
school crush Madison (Kather¬ 
ine C Hughes), Greg agrees to 


make a film for Rachel with his 
partner in creative crime Earl 
(RJ Cyler). They have been pro¬ 
ducing charming homages for 
years including A Sockwork 
Orange, Senior Citizen Kane 
and Anatomy Of A Burger. 

Me And Earl And The Dying 
Girl is a beautifully judged rites 
of passage drama that eschews 
mawkishness and emotional 
manipulation in favour of a 
richly detailed portrait of ado¬ 
lescent dreams in crisis. 

Gomez-Rejon’s whimsical 
visual flourishes are a constant 
delight. Mann doesn’t strike a 
false note in the tricky lead 
role, gelling naturally with Cyler 
and Cooke. 

“This isn’t a sappy love story,” 
Greg emphasises. 

No, it’s something far more 
precious, fragile and life-affirm¬ 
ing than that.

Market Update 

A s we enter September, leading property website Rightmove 
are reporting the lowest numbers of property for sale for 
some years and you could be forgiven for thinking that the 
property market was quiet but the reality is somewhat different. 

Lower than normal stocks of property for sale is often an indicator of a strong market 
and one where property does not sit on the shelves for long. That is certainly the case 
at the current time with anything that is sensibly priced and well marketed. 

The growing regularity of statements from the Bank of England that interest rates are 
set to rise in the next twelve months is possibly causing some to think about planned 
moves but many have factored in an increase into their calculations and, with some 
exceptional fixed rate mortgages currently available, the impact of any rises is likely 
to be minimal for the majority of home owners and buyers. 

According to the Council for Mortgage Lenders, the numbers of arrears and 
repossession have fallen to their lowest levels since quarterly records began in 2008. 
This is clearly good news and, despite slight hiccups in the unemployment figures 
recently, inflation remains low and the general economic outlook is positive. 

The lettings market also remains buoyant. There has been little fall out from the 
Government’s announcement that they will be reducing the amount of tax relief 
available on buy to let mortgages from 2017 with most landlords taking a long term 
view. With rising capital values, landlords still see their investments as good news, 
providing both income and capital growth. Rental values are steady or rising and 
demand continues to outstrip supply 

The summer weeks are invariably a little distorted in terms of activity with it being the 
prime holiday period but, as children return to school and “normality” returns, the 
signs are that there will be a decent market in both sales and lettings during the autumn 
months ahead.

POCHETTINO KEEPS 
THE FAITH IN KANE

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR head coach 
Mauricio Pochettino insists that he still 
has full faith in Harry Kane despite his 
stuttering start to the new campaign. 

Kane enjoyed a dramatic rise to 
prominence last season as he estab¬ 
lished himself as one of the leading 
strikers in the Premier League, scoring 
30 goals in all competitions and break¬ 
ing into the England team. 

However, Kane is yet to score in four 
league matches this season, and wasted 
a great opportunity to open his account 
during Saturday’s 0-0 draw at home to 
Everton, which leaves Spurs still 
searching for their first win. 

But Pochettino has no doubt that 
Kane will get back on track soon, and 
he also felt that Tottenham deserved 
more than a point from the weekend’s 
match. 

“I am happy with Harry,” he said. “He 
had two or three clear chances but I am 
happy. He needs to work hard and play. 
A goal will come for Harry. All strikers 
have spells like this and only time can 
do it. I trust in him. 

“We created a lot of chances, but 
you need to score. It was impossible in 
this match but I am happy with the 
performance. I think Tim Howard 
[Everton keeper] was man of the 
match and that says it all. 

“It was our first clean sheet, which 
was a positive. We feel frustrated 
because we’re playing better than the 
opponent but drawing, and this upsets 
me. We have to stay calm and improve.” 

Saturday’s match also saw new sign¬ 
ing Heung-Min Son unveiled to the 


White Hart Lane faithful, after the 
South Korea international joined 
Tottenham on a five-year deal from 
Bayer Leverkusen for a reported 
£22million. 

The 2 3-year-old forward has won 44 
caps and scored 29 goals in 87 appear¬ 
ances for Leverkusen. 

“Spurs is such a big club and a really 
good team,” Son said. “My goal has 
always been to play in the Premier 
League and I have a great opportunity 
to do that now with Tottenham - I am 
really happy about this. 

“I am also very pleased and hon¬ 
oured to work together with good 
players such as Harry, Christian 
Eriksen and all the players at Spurs. I’d 
like to help them perform and, together 
with them, make our team even more 
successful. 

“I’m very excited to play at White 
Hart Lane. I haven’t played at the sta¬ 
dium before but I’m looking forward 
to going there and performing for the 
Spurs fans as soon as possible. The 
support I get from the fans motivates 
me more and more. 

“In the Premier League there are a 
lot of good players so I have to really 
work hard and be prepared to show my 
ability. I like to play a passing game 
and prefer to work with offensive 
players who are dominant and can 
scare the opponents. Bold and daring 
- this is how I like to try to play.” 

He added: “I am a player who really 
loves football. I learned the game 
under my father, who worked as a 
football coach in my school. I’ve loved 
the game since I was a child and for¬ 
mally started to play when I was ten 
years old.

Win boosts North London survival bid 


Double defeat for struggling Skolars

North Middlesex host Indian 
Gymkhana on Saturday, while 
Hornsey entertain Enfield, 
North London visit Kenton and 
Highgate are at home to Barnes.
